Tue *‘ Wovu-Wov,”’ on LONG-ARMED GIBBON.—The Hin. 
dostan, from China, just arrived in the London Docks, has 
brought home a pair of these interesting, but ungainly lookin 
creatures. This is believed to be the first instance of a pair 
having reached this country alive. They beara strong affinity 
to the ourang-outans, but the form is more slender. The total 
absence of tail and extreme length of arms give them a most 
grotesque appearance. The name ‘‘ Wou-wou”’ is descriptive of 
their peculiar cry, which is remarkable, not only for its extraor- 
dinary power and volume, but for a succession of graduated 
tones: it may be heard at great distances resounding through 
vast forests, and admirably serving its purpose of a call to the 
mate.

This is a small quantity of glass tiles, si- 
milar in point of form to the common clay tile for roofing build- 
ings, the advantage held out being their lightness, and being 
pervious to the rays of the sun. The latter quality is presumed 
to render them suitable for the roofs of greenhouses, as they will 
not interrupt the heat and light, whilst they are sufficiently 
strong to resist the effects of hail-storms, which will much re- 
duce the cost of insurance on greenhouses, &c. The importa- 
tion is made from Antwerp, and they are chargeable with a duty 
of 14s. per cwt. under the present tariff. They have the ap. 
pearance of the common green glass, and if the experiment is 
found to succeed, it demands the immediate attention of our 
home manufacturers. We shall be glad to learn where these 
glass tiles can be obtained.—The Builder.
